MIDLAND (AP)—Dr. Wilbur

The Upper Peninsula Joined the jet age 
Sunday, l l years behind the rest of the nation, 
but aboard at last. 
It was a meager start — just a single south­ 
bound and single northbound flight every day 
in Escanaba — but the North Central DC-9 
which landed in Escanaba Sunday morning put 
the community in the mainstream of air trans­ 
portation. And if the recent experience in the 
Upper Peninsula and the experience of the rest 
of the nation in the jet age is any indication 
the prospects for improvement in service must 
be regarded as good. 
Kent Kistler of Green Bay. North Central’s 
regional superintendent of stations, told the Es­ 
canaba Rotary Club last week that volume of 
passenger traffic generated in Escanaba this 
year is expected to total 16,000. 
In 1970, he predicted, there should be 18,- 
400 passengers out of Escanaba and by 1980 
some 43.000. 
Kistler^ predictions, particularly the 43,000 
figure, seem optimistic, but they are not with­ 
out some foundation.

The coming of jets itself will make quite a 
difference, according to the statistical report on 
U.S. scheduled air transportation published by 
the Air Transport Association of America, an 
association which lists North Central among its 
33 member airlines. 
“Stimulated by the greater speed and com­ 
fort of the jets, the number of passengers flying 
on the U. S. scheduled airlines tripled in the IO 
years of the jet age, from 50 million to 150 mil­ 
lion annually,” the report says. 
Some of that increase undoubtedly was due 
to the gain in population in the country, but it 
coincided remarkably with the changeover to 
jet aircraft. In 1959, the first full year of the 
civil jet age, less than 20 percent of the 36 bil­ 
lion revenue passenger miles were flown by pure 
jet aircraft. The jet 
fleet numbered 
only 84 
planes. “Last year, the airlines 1,700 jets ac­ 
counted for 94.4 percent of the total 114 billion 
revenue passenger miles operated.” 
The report points out that in 1958, the air­ 
lines “accounted for only 39 percent of the pas­ 
senger miles performed 
in public, 
intercity 
transportation. The market was dominatid by 
the railroads and the busses. By the end of 1968. 
however, the airlines had raised their share to 
more than 72 percent. Since 1963, the airlines 
have performed more intercity miles each year 
than the railroads and the busses combined.”

The trend toward air transportation has 
been jaw in g in the Upper Peninsula and with 
the discontinuation of passenger train service 
south by the Chicago & North Western Railway 
Co., it will continue to grow, despite the inaugu­ 
ration of an alternate bus service to Green Bay. 
A single jet flight each direction may be 
all North Central can justify for Escanaba to­ 
day, but in a year or five years from now’ that 
picture can change drastically. If Kistler’s pro­ 
jections of 43,000 boardings out of Escanaba in 
1980 are correct, the airline has only two courses 
of action to provide service — more flight or 
bigger aircraft (jets). 
The DC-9 service started Sunday is largely 
the result of the increased traffic volume com­ 
ing from the U.P. The jet will be somewhat fast­ 
er, of course, but on the short haul to Green Bay 
the time saving will not be that great. What the 
jet does accomplish is to double the passenger 
capability. 
This, in itself, is a benefit to the area. 
The DC-9 flights which started Sunday 
should be welcomed, but they should not be re­ 
garded as the end of the world in service. In­ 
stead. this is only the beginning for the U. P. 
The area started l l years behind. It has a 
lot of catching up to do.

Fringe Benefits Take 
Big Slice Of Profits

NEW YORK JAP) — One of 
the steadiest trends in the U.S. 
employment picture, as steady 
as the upward trend of wages, is 
the growth of fringe benefits. 
Someday, if the trend continues, 
the term “ fringe” will be an 
anachronism. 
9.6 Per Cent Average 
In the period from 1929 to 
1967, the increase in payments 
for benefits averaged 9.6 per 
cent a year. Wages and sala- 
ries, however, increased at a 
rate of 3.9 per cent. 
American 
companies 
now 
spend more than $100 billion a 
year on pensions, sick leave, va­ 
cations and so on, an amount 
equal to about 12.5 per cent of 
the gross national product—the 
total of all goods and services 
produced. 
Yet, according to a study by 
the nonprofit Institute for the 
Future, the United States never 
has been leader in implement­ 
ing social benefit programs. 
U. S. Down On List 
In fact, in all cases studied by 
IFF, the United States never 
has been among the first eight 
countries to adopt any such re­ 
form. It was, for example, the 
last of 24 countries studied to 
provide insurance for sickness 
and maternity. 
The IFF study concluded that 
a mass of new benefits should 
get at least a tryout in the 1970s 
in many of the world’s indus­ 
trialized nations, and that some 
may become the rule rather 
than the exception within IO 
years of their introduction. 
Benefits Listed 
Among those benefits likely to 
make 
an 
appearance 
in 
the 
1970s: 
Minimum 
annual 
income 
guaranteed 
by 
government, 
guaranteed employment, m ater- 
' nity benefits for unwed mothers, 
pension plan extensions to pro­ 
vide for recreational, education­ 
al, medical, residential and le­ 
gal coats.

Pressure Noted 
The IF F found that innovative 
trends 
are 
at 
work, 
mainly 
through 
pressure or stimulus 
from labor, and that one of the 
strongest is the growing belief 
among 
workers 
that 
benefits 
are rights rather than gifts or 
rewards. 
A great expansion is expected 
in dental coverage, in the elimi­ 
nation of employe expense for 
major medical benefits, and in 
the availability of annual physi­ 
cals and other health benefits. 
Longer vacations also are on 
the list of benefits expected to 
expand 
greatly, 
and workers 
are expected to win increased 
flexibility 
in 
scheduling time 
off. 
Pensione To Rise 
Pension income is expected to 
rise and also to be adjusted for 
increases in the cost of living. 
And pension plans are expected 
to be rewritten so that they can 
be carried from one job to an­ 
other. 
Although many of the changes 
may be expected to result from 
labor’s prodding and legislation 
by government, the IFF study

’Equal Time’ 


SKOKIE, DI. (AP) - The na­ 
tion’s largest manufacturer of 
the food additive monosodium 
glutam ate (MSG) is asking for 
nationwide radio and television 
air time to defend the product 
against a recent government at­ 
tack. 
The safety of the food additive 
was questioned Wednesday by 
Winiston B. Raskin, deputy com­ 
missioner of the Food and Drug 
Administration. 
He said recent studies show' 
the chemical causes brain dam­ 
age in infant mice when they 
are fed large doses of MSG. 
In a telegram to the three 
major radio and television net­ 
works Nelson C. White, presi­ 
dent of International Minerals 
Sr. Chemical Corp., said Sunday 
that “no danger to the well be­ 
ing of Humans has ever been 
evident in its use as a food 
flavor enhancer.” 
White said he has asked for 
the air time based on the fair­ 
ness ruling af the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission. 
International 
Minerals 
and 
Chemical manufactures 80 per 
cent of the MSG used in the 
United States. 
The makers of Gerber, N.J. 
Heinz and Beechnut baby foods 
have announced they will no 
longer put MSG into their pro­ 
ducts pending further study of 
the chemical’s safety. 
The study implicating MSG in 
brain damage in mice was car­ 
ried out by Dr. John W. Olney 
an assistant professor of psy­ 
chiatry at the Washington Uni­ 
versity School of Medicine.

McGovern Hits 
High War Costs, 
Suggests Pullout 
PORT HURON (AP) — Sen. 
George M c G o v e r n , D.-S.D., 
speaking in Port Huron Sunday 
said the United States should 
withdraw from Vietnam as soon 
as it can safely be accomplished. 
McGovern said the war was 
costing the U.S. some $30 billion 
a year. He thought the money 
should be diverted to domestic 
problems. 
The senator also called for the 
Nixon administration to cut back 
excessive military spending. 
McGovern called for federal 
money to be assigned to prob­ 
lems of poverty, the cities and 
air and water pollution which 
are “making life less pleasant 
for millions of Americans.” 
Senator McGovern spoke in 
Port Huron as a guest of the 
St. Clair County Community Col­ 
lege. 
At a news conference Mc­ 
Govern said as long as Ameri­ 
can troops are in Vietnam they 
should be supported with mater­ 
ials. He added that af there is 
no indication of progress toward 
American withdrawal he would 
consider voting against appro­ 
priations for the war in Viet­ 
nam. 


Auto Workers 
Soon To Average 
$4 Hourly Wage 
DETROIT (AP) -- Auto work­ 
ers at Chrysler, Ford and Gen­ 
eral Motors moved to within a 
dime today of an average $4 
hourly wage with the first of two 
automatic contract hikes which 
will push them over the plateau 
next month. 
The 
average 
hourly 
wage 
jumped today to $3.91. The 8- 
cent boost will be coupled with 
an 11-cent “annual improvement 
factor” effective Nov. 24. The 
two raises will put the average 
hourly wage for autoworkers at 
$4.02. Some make more — $4.92 
for tool and die makers — and 
some make less such as assem­ 
blers who are paid $3.62 an hour. 
The average figure is computed 
from the wage paid some 684,000 
employes of the Big Three. 
The wage increases are the 
last automatic raises written 
into the United Auto Workers 
contract with the automakers. 
The so-called improvement fac­ 
tor scheduled for late next 
month is a compensation for 
cost-saving 
technological 
ad­ 
vancements ar automation. 
The current three-year con­ 
tracts with the Big Three expire 
next S e p t e m b e r . American 
Motors has agreed to a new 
contract with the UAW and ne­ 
gotiators are in the process of 
thrashing out 
local 
matters 
which have led to strikes in 
Wisconsin. The AMG contract is 
separate and not as sweet at the 
UAW contracts with the richer 
Big Three. 


Virus-Killing 


Drug Reported 


KALAMAZOO (AP) — A new’ 
experimental d r u g , 
derived 
from extracts of olive plants, 
has shown powers of killing vi­ 
ruses of the “common cold,” in­ 
fluenza, polio and cold-sores in 
test - tube experiments, three 
Michigan researchers reported 
today. 
It also showed virus-killing 
action when given to hamsters 
inoculated with a virus called 
“para-influenza type 3,” one of 
the severest of a brigade of vi­ 
ruses so far identified as among 
the multiple causes of the so­ 
called “common cold.” 
Researchers Harold E. Renis, 
Manuel G. Soret and George A. 
Elliott, all of the Upjohn Co., 
told about it in a report pre­ 
pared for the Ninth Interscience 
Conference 
on 
Antimicrobial 
Agents and Chemotherapy in 
Washington. 
Elliott said that while the ef­ 
fectiveness of the drug — called 
“calcium elenolate” — has yet 
to be established in humans, he 
feels that “intranasal testing 
...in man is feasible.” 
He also said the drug has suc­ 
cessfully passed tolerance tests 
—as distinguished from tests of 
effectiveness against infections 
—in human volunteers who re­ 
ceived the drug in nasal sprays. 
Describing the hamster tests, 
Dr. Soret reported: 
“When g i v e n intranasally 
within 15 minutes before and 
after innoculation with the virus, 
the drug significantly 
reduced 
the number af infectious parti­ 
cles in the hamsters’ noses and, 
moreover, stopped the spread of 
the infection to the animals’ 
lungs. 
“Additional treatments with 
the drug. 8 to 16 hours after in­ 
oculation, continued to reduce 
the number of virus particles in 
the animals. This anti-viral ef­ 
fect, once the infection has tak­ 
en place, is of great importance 
in reducing the severity of the 
infectious process and in mini­ 
mizing the spread af the in­ 
fection to the environment.”

135,000 Sunfish 
To Be Released 


LANSING (AP) — Some 135,- 
000 hybrid sunfish will be re­ 
leased by the State Department 
of Natural Resources this fall in 
20 Lower Peninsula lakes. 
The hybrid is a cross between 
redear and green sunfish 
Some of the planted fish grew 
from slightly more than two 
inches to better than six inches 
in one year. It takes bluegills 
about four years to reach that 
size under normal conditions, 
laid fish biologist Buddy Jacob. 
Jacob said the department al­ 
io has high hopes for another 
hybrid strain, a cross betw een a 
bluegill and a green sunfish. Up 
to 50,000 of this hybrid will be 
released this fall. 
Jacob said the problem with 
the present sunfish is that they 
breed too fast and cause popu­ 
lation 
explosions, 
thus 
never 
growing beyond runt size due to 
lack of food and space. 
“What we’re looking for now,’’ 
he said, “is a low producing 
species which will stay in bal­ 
ance with the carrying capacity 
of lakes and, thus, grow quick­ 
ly to tempting catch sizes.’’
